United States Proofs 


“where and when sold,” etc. In 

this article we cannot go into 

the many details, usually of in- 
terest only to the specialists, but have 
attempted to cover the subject in a gen- 
eral manner. 

Proofs of U. S. postage stamps have 
never been available to the general pub- 
lic except indirectly. Most copies in the 
hands of collectors today, originally were 
presented to some official, engraver or 
other person connected with the issue of 
that particular stamp. The commonest 
source is from presentation booklets 
given to various prominent personages 
at important gatherings, such as Uni- 
versal Postal Union conventions, etc. 

Only in recent years have U. S. proofs 
come to any prominence, chiefly through 
lack in former years of definite informa- 
tion on them. The issues of the ’70s 
were common, so common that often they 
were sold as space fillers for the stamps 
themselves. The quantities of these is- 
sues may be accounted for by the lavish 
government tendencies at the time, and 
stamps were a minor form of gift to vis- 
itors to department officials and con- 
gressmen. Sets of proofs were freely 
given, and after the demonetization of 
the department stamps themselves, these 
too were given away, usually to children 
accompanying visitors. Farley was doing 
things in a trifling manner when he 
sold the imperf sheets. Back in the ’70s 
they gave such things away, resulting in 
such ungummed material being classed 
as proofs. 

There are two general classes of 
proofs: Die Proofs and Plate Proofs. Die 
proofs occur as singles only, usually on 
a panelled card into which the single 
impression has been sunk. The master 
die for a stamp is engraved on a small 
piece of steel and during the various 
Stages of engraving the die, proofs are 
taken. All proofs, it might be mentioned, 
ate noted for the brilliancy of the color, 
usually exceeding the stamp as issued in 
that respect. This is because the proofs 
are made very carefully by hand, and 
sometimes only one impression out of 
several is kept, the others being de- 
gee when not perfection. Because 

they can only be made one at a time, 


READER writes inquiring as to 
A the source of U. S. proofs, 





and by hand, die proofs are much scarcer 
than plate proofs. Since 1898 only die 
proofs have been made by the Bureau 
of Engraving & Printing for distribution 
to officials. The Bureau is supposed to 
have a file of proof sheets of every plate 
it has ever made, but none of these is 
known outside the files. When private 
contractors manufactured stamps, die 
proofs were freely distributed both by 
the government and the companies. Since 
1898, almost the only copies getting into 
collectors’ hands have been from the 
samples kept by the engravers, of their 
work. The last such lot came from the 
estate of the last engraver to be per- 
mitted to keep a die proof of each stamp 
he engraved. Most of the die proofs of 
recent years are owned by the govern- 
ment and the Philatelic Agency in its 
display room has shown such items as 
the Parks set, 16c Airmail-Special, etc. 
These are beautiful examples of the 
stamps, each being good for an album 
page in itself, but unfortunately they are 
destined never to reach private hands. 
A visit to the Agency room and to the 
Bureau to see these exhibits is recom- 
mended to all collectors who chance to 
be in Washington. 

Plate Proofs are proofs made from the 
entire plate as ready for use in printing 
stamps. Sometimes the plate proof can 
only be distinguished from the issued 
stamps themselves with difficulty. This 
has made a wide field of counterfeiting 
of valuable stamps by forgers taking a 
proof of little value, thinning it and 
after perforating, passing the finished 
article as the stamp itself. Usually the 
plate proof can, like the die proof, be 
readily distinguished by the brilliancy of 
the color, sometimes being an entirely 
different shade from the issued stamp. 
Being made from the entire plate, blocks 
are common among plate proofs and it is 
from these proofs that most of our 
knowledge of plate varieties, makeup, 
and imprint of the early United States 
issues has been obtained. Plate proofs 
are known on cardboard as well as the 
usual India paper and perhaps to dis- 
courage their possible use for postage 
most of the proofs in circulation are on 
card. Had Postmaster Farley chosen to 
give the famous presentation sheets in- 
stead of collecting face value from the 





recipients, much of the hue and cry 
would have been unnecessary, and the 
sheets so given would have had the 
status of proofs. As far as the writer 
knows, the government has never sold 
any proofs, but those who had the neces- 
sary political connections years ago, 
could obtain proofs without a great deal 
of trouble. 

Despite the fact that proofs are our 
stamps’ little sisters who enter the house 
of philately by the side door and with 
as little noise as possible, they are the 
most colorful sideline of U. S. postage 
extant. For attractiveness they far ex- 
ceed the regular issues and it is regretted 
that they aren’t available to all. Perhaps 
it’s just as well that they aren’t for the 
Bureau would be working nights to meet 
the demand. 

In conclusion it might be noted that 
some die proofs of recent issues are in 
non-government hands. At the Harding 
home at Marion, Ohio, may be seen 
proofs of stamps issued during President 
Harding’s administration; at Fremont, 
Ohio, may be seen in the museum at 
President Hayes’ home (Spiegel Grove 
State Park) a die proof of the llc 
Hayes, a treasure apparently little ap- 
preciated by the curator as it is exposed 
to the open rays of light and shows 
the effects; at Bennington, Vt., may be 
seen the drawing for the Vermont Sesqui 
stamp and, if I recall correctly, a proof. 
At other museums may also be found 
proofs and philatelic items of similar 
nature. What examples do you person- 
ally know of?

We Disagree 





The cry of “speculation,” “too many 
stamps,” etc., is heard continually at 
stamps meetings, but we wonder if these 
things just don’t take care of them- 
selves. Stamp papers of the 1860s, when 
the hobby was young indeed, decried 
these same “evils.” No matter how much 
we boycott an issue today, it all is for- 
gotten and softened with the passing 
years. We recall the hue and cry over 
the U. S. commems of 1927 and the 
claims then that too many were being 
held—yet today there is no such surplus 
of any of them and in fact they are so 
widely distributed by now that large 
quantities are decidedly uncommon. The 
serious collector would do well before 
making any charges against current is- 
sues, to look over a series of Scott’s 
catalogs for some years and note how 
each year the black sheep of philately 
become a little paler until at last they 
stand as equals to other issues whose 
parentage was not a scandal. For a star 
example take a Scott’s of say 1926, turn 
to St. Kitts-Nevis, 1923 Issue, and read 
the footnote: “This issue is unnecessary 
and rankly speculative, being avowedly 
issued to raise funds for a public park 
and cricket field.” A blistering indict- 
ment for sure. But look at the 1938 
footnote: “Nos. 50 to 62 were commemo- 
rative of the tercentenary of the found- 
ing of the colony of St. Kitts.” To the 
new collector, that issue looks as desir- 
able as any others of the colony. It is 
time that collectors realize that the time 
to act is when the undesired issue is still 
in process of manufacture. It does us no 
good to shout ourselves hoarse after the 
stamps have been issued. All things con- 
sidered it would be almost impossible to 
control even in a general manner the is- 
suing of stamps. The greatest difficulty 
to overcome is the attitude of the gen- 
eral public and government officials that 
the issuing of stamps is a very minor 
part of government and if they wish to 
play with them there are few to protest. 
Our own U. S. are star examples of this 
attitude. What to do? Just collect those 
you want and every one of us be our 
own censor. And boiled down, this last 
is the best of all schemes, for our pocket- 
book and common sense acts as a brake 
when needed. Perhaps there is too much 
speculation and not enough real collect- 
ing, but the speculators really form a 
minor element of our hobby and do lit- 
tle harm to anyone except themselves. 
What matter if Baluchistan #66 does 
drop 40% in price tomorrow? Won’t 
those Terra del something or others you 
bought a year ago so cheaply and which 
have since jumped so high more than 
offset, what after all is said and done, is 
really only a loss on paper? You still 
have the stamps you bought and that’s 
what you were buying, not stocks. What 
really is needed in this land of ours is 
more collections taken out of shoe boxes, 
stock books and other hoarding places 
and mounted in albums. The man or 
woman who keeps their stamps in such 
miscellaneous hiding places misses one 
of the best pleasures of the hobby— 





mounting your collection. Try it!

Catalog 


The new edition of the Specialized 
U. S. Catalog is some 40 pages larger 
than the previous edition, is bound in 
blue cloth, edited as usual by Hugh 
Clark and approaches more than ever 
the U. S. specialist’s hopes as a reference 
book, rather than as a price list. The 
commemorative issues show the largest 
increase in prices and listings, reflecting 
the large demand for these issues. Prices 
increased as much as 50% on many of 
the issues up to 1924, but the later issues 
have increased in general only a few 
cents, reflecting the large supplies of 
some that are on the market. The largest 
price increase noted for any stamp was 
the 24c 1918 Airmail with center invert- 
ed rising from $3750 to $4500 for a single 
and from $17,000 to $20,000 for a block. 
The Columbian 4c error of color block 
also advanced spectacularly $1,000 
to $6,000 for a block. Other commemo- 
ratives, particularly the higher values, 
show big increases, the Omaha block go- 
ing to $300 from $200; the dollar Colum- 
bians similarly; the 10c Panama Pacific 
perf. 10—a $40 item only a few years 
ago—is now priced at $200. Miniature 
sheets, with the exception of only two 
or three, have increased materially, es- 
pecially the varieties created by the Far- 
ley issue. First day covers are about 
the same, the only older listing added 
is the Pilgrim set. Airmail changes are 
few and small, the largest being an in- 
crease of a dollar on the $1.30 Zepp. The

curement Division has failed to turn over 
the prize winning design or any other of 
the designs “in the money” to the P. O. 
Can it therefore mean that Procurement 
has definitely decided that it has found 
that it has no place in the philatelic 
unit of the Government? 

No information has been given out by 
the Post Office Department relative to 
the subjects used on the new regular 
series other than that those Presidents of 
the United States who have never been 
portraited on United States postage 
stamps in the past, will be honored. 
What denominations will picture what 
presidents have not been decided. 

From all indications, it appears as 
though the new regular series will not 
be issued until well after the new year. 
Such a heavy stock of 1937 commemo- 
ratives are on hand that should the reg- 
ulars appear early, these will be of the 
high denominations, from the 6-cent up, 
and of the newly rumored 4%4-cent de- 


lomination, which is expected to be in- 
corporated in this series for the first 
time. 


The 4'%4-cent stamp will be used 
mostly in the mailing of those small car- 
tons of church envelopes. The Post Of- 
fice has indicated for a long time that 
such a denomination is not only practi- 
cal, but will be used extensively in all 
3ections of the country. 


According to an announcement by the 
Post Office Department, 320,334 Hawaii- 
an postage stamp first-day covers were 
ranceled at the Honolulu post office on 
Oct. 18, the date on which the stamp 
was first placed on sale. First-day sales 
at the Honolulu post office on that day 
amounted to $28,049.13, representing 
934,971 stamps. 

Sales of the Honolulu stamp at the 
Philatelic Agency of the Post Office De- 
vartment here, October 19, totalled $18,- 
350.95, which figure represents 628,365 
stamps. 

Plate numbers for the Alaska special 
stamp soon to be issued by the Depart- 
ment are 21714, 21715, 21716 and 21717. 
The designer for the Alaskan stamp is 
Victor McCloskey, and the engravers are 
William B. Wells, lettering, and Carl T. 
Arlt, picture. 

It has also been announced that the 
Post Office Department has ordered an 
additional printing of five million Vir- 
ginia Dare commemorative stamps.

Though I am fairly well known to 
many of you in this area, I realize I 
am practically a stranger to most of you. 
Time will change that, I hope. Per- 
haps you would like a rough idea of 
your new editor, so I will try to briefly 
cover my interests in stamps. I’ve col- 
lected stamps ever since grade school 
days and have made collections of many 
types. Have been an active member of 
the Rubber City Stamp Club for some 
12 years, holding various offices and am 
currently their Prexy, though I’m liable 
to impeachment for deserting them on 
the eve of their Annual Party next 
month. Am also a member of several 
other northern Ohio stamp clubs and 
attended meetings as often as possible. 
Have always had a liking for a collection 
that’s “different,” resulting in my accu- 
mulating some sideline volumes that 
certainly are “different’’— almost too 
much so. Have in turn collected general 
foreign, precancels and airmail covers, 
but dropped each as it got too bulky 
to carry further. Right now, the collec- 
tion I like best seems to combine the 
best features of all three. This, for lack 
of a better title, I call “Philatelic Be- 
lieve it or Not,” and with all the new 
issues for odd reasons appearing, I never 
lack for new material. It answers my 
own opinion of what is the best type 
of collection—one that is never com- 
pleted, yet has a steady flow of new ma- 
terial to keep up interest. Such things 
as the birthday “surprise” set for Lat- 
via’s President, the Nicaragua map 
stamp causing threat of war, etc., all 
find a place in this collection. Being 
also one of that species known as a 
“railway fan,” I have combined this 
with a collection of Railway Post Office 
cancelations. Since to try to collect all 
is not very practical, this collection is 
limited to markings of Ohio routes, all 
narrow gauge and trolley offices. Your 
editor, armed with camera, may be seen 
in out-of-the-way carbarns and round- 
houses, snapping rolling stock and mail 
trains when possible. The photos with 
timetables, tickets, etc., are mounted 
with the covers and the result is a col- 
lection that is endless in variety of 
mounting and material. Certainly there 
are no investment possibilities in this, 
but there is all the activity and disap- 
pointment of “attic dusting.” A good 
example of how elusive some items can 
be is your editor chasing Ohio’s only 
mixed train with R. P. O. for some 15 
miles in order to snap it on a trestle on 
a rare day when the train wasn’t mixed, 
i. e. no freight cars. That picture is 
with a cover in my album now! To 
add further variety to my collections, 
may I mention being the possessor of 
some volumes of Turkish covers and 
postal stationery, as well as some other 
“sidelines.” So you can see that with my 
collecting such a mixture, I shall have 
to be tolerant of what you collect.

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Difficulty of Servicing Alaska

Due to the short notice given on the 
Alaska stamp, most dealers are puzzled 
by the problem of getting service on a 
quantity of covers as time was too short 
to make arrangements with the few 
Alaskan collectors known.

Roy North replied 
suggesting that the dealer contact other 
dealers who had advertised the covers in 
stamp papers, as “this office is unable 
to furnish the names of any dealers in 
Juneau who are soliciting this business.”

In the note in Gunesch’s Handbook it 
speaks of a clerk saving about fifty 
copies that were returned and trading 
them to a western dealer.
